WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(#)—An unemployment problem “equal 
to any the nation has ever faced” was predicted by the labor 
committee of the National Planning Association Sunday night. 

The committee made this predic- 
tion in calling for permanent fed-, 
eral cperation of the United States 
‘Employment Service. | 
| Under legislation now pending 
‘in congress, USES would be broken 
up into 52 state and territorial sys- 
tems, a setup which the committee 
said has proved “simply not ade- 
quate” in past emergencies. 

The committee, made up of a 
score of AFL, CIO and other union 
leaders, added: 

“This retreat from responsibility 
means that the federal government 
will turn over the operation of the 
Employment Service to the states 
but go right on paying 100 percent 
of the cost. 

“With millions of veterans and 
war workers looking for jobs, there 
‘could be no worse time to disrupt 
'the national Employment Service.”

Armour Out: 


Break With 
Spain Near? 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(?)— 
The United States Sunday night 
appeared headed definitely toward 
a break with the Franco govern- 
ment of Spain, in the opinion of 
diplomatic officials close to the 
issue, 

Ambassador Norman Armour is 
returning from Madrid and state 
department officials say no plans 
have been made to replace him. 
Armour is retiring from the for- 


eign service after many years of 
duty. 

His return, by way of Paris, 
coincides with a French foreign 
office announcement that the 
United States and Great Britain 
have been asked to consult with 
France on a diplomatic rupture 
with Franco. Even before the an- 
nouncement of the French action, 
however, Armour’s return had 
been interpreted here as signaling 
the beginning of the end of deal- 
ings with Franco. 

FRENCH PREFER BREAK 

The French made it clear they 
would like to make the break, but 
preferred to act jointly with Brit- 
ain and the United States. 

Juan Negrin, the last prime min- 
ister of Republican Spain, called 
on Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson Saturday, but a state de- 
partment spokesman said later 
they had not discussed the French 
note. , 

It was regarded as significant, 
however, that Acheson had receiv- 
ed a Spanish Republican leader 
of Negrin’s rank, 

Advisers of Secretary of State 
Byrnes and President Truman re- 
cently have been pressing for a 
clarification of United States pol- 
icy toward the Madrid regime, 
and now hope that it may soon 
be forthcoming. 

SHOULD TELL PEOPLE 

Some officials here feel that a 
mere break is not enough. Any 
such step, in their opinion, should 
be accompanied by a statement 
to the Spanish people pointing out 
why their country, because of 
Franco’s policies, has been cut off 
from the family of nations, and de- 
fining some of the measures— 
such as an end to Fascist political 
organization — which would be 
necessary to qualify Spain for 
United Nations membership. 

Officials advocating this course 
appear to have come to these ideas 
reluctantly. They contend that it 
would be better to have a slow 
evolution away from Francoism in

Truman Doing His Job, 
Patiently But Wearily 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Twice last week as 

President Truman attempted to get able men to 

serve in government, he reportedly reminded 

them that he hadn’t wanted to be President but that it became his 

duty to serve. He feels it important that other men answer the 
demands of duty. 

President Truman {s learning the truth of an old axiom which 

says that not until an American becomes President does he discover 


| America. 


Lacking the late Franklin D. Roosevelt’s driving capacity for 
leadership, and feeling that the country was weary of forcefulness, 
he attempted to deal with government on the basis of “my old 
friends in congress.” 

The net result has been tnat his old friends in congress have 
not acceded to a single major request of their old friend, now 
President of the United States. He is learning that the President 
must be President. If he is not, then congress will seek to be 
congress and President. 

He is learning that the office is one which of necessity makes 
for loneliness and strain. No President can count on the complete 
loyalty of even his cabinet because they are never entirely loyal to 
one another, disagreeing on many issues. ’ 

For that reason he must, if he has men close about him, turn to 
those who are his personal friends. That explained why Harry 
Hopkins always was close to Roosevelt, and why certain others, 
with an official connection, were in the Roosevelt White House 
family. Truman has about him men who are personally loyal to 
him and on whom he leans for advice and recreation. 


; There is a feeling among many observers here 
Discourage that President Truman is so discouraged by the 
lack of co-operation and weighted by the enormous responsibilities 
of it that he may refuse to be considered as the party’s candidate 
in 1948. There is open speculation to that effect but the odds are, 
of course, that the pressure will be so great that Truman will agree 
to accept the nomination. 

He is a fine, decent man wanting to do the right thing. Fate 
tossed him into the greatest maelstrom of economic and interna- 
tional problems the world has known. This was worsened by 
the discovery of the atomic bomb, whose grisly and awful possi- 
bilities are not yet fully realized. 

He discovered that America is not united in her form of gov- 
ernment; that powerful interests and groups contend skilfully and 
constantly for power and privilege, that the personal amenities 
of pride, jealousy and ambition constantly must be weighed, evalu- 
ated and played off against the other in getting things done. He 
discovered the great regional forces and interests which contend for 
attention and power. And he learned that government is able to 
attract to it few men of ability who will serve with the best interests 
of their country at heart. 

No other government on earth puts so great a strain on its 
chief executive, demanding of him that he stay out of government 
and yet that he solve its problems by entering into them. 

When the labor issues finally are settled, it prob- 
Labor Move ably will be seen that President Truman acted 
in a skillful manner. His latest move was to ask for legislation 
setting up fact-finding boards, although labor had been demanding 
them until the President asked for them. The President may not 
get his bill but it will be found that his bill will be one of the chief 
factors in bringing about an agreement. 

The President has shown a remarkable willingness to have all 
facts of all cases brought before the public view. The Pearl Harbor 
inquiry, which certain Republicans thought would prove as facts 
some preposterous stories going the rounds, has about bogged down. 
The Republican head of council, attorney general of the United 
States under President Hoover and solicitor general under Calvin 
Coolidge, has announced his resignation in protest against the 
methods of these Republicans. 

The Pat Hurley charges were aired and Hurley left suspended 
im mid-air. The conservative and, on the whole anti-administration 
Washington Star, had the best summing up of that small sensation 
in a front page cartoon. 

Secretary of State Byrnes was shown greeting Foreign Minister 
Molotov at the Moscow airport. 

“What’s happened to my old friend Pat Hurley?” Molotov asks. 
“He opened a shooting gallery but he ran out of ammunition,” 
Byrnes replies. 

So, Washington goes merrily on. The President holds nothing 
back. The President lets the people know what’s going on and 
when there seems to be a holding back of facts he asks for fact- 
finding boards. Patiently, if wearily, he does a job, seeking to find 
the middle way through the problems of government, finding 
three new ones have appeared for each one solved.

Hiroshima Wreckage 
A Timely Warning 


WASHINGTON.—One of the most graphie 
descriptions yet given of the damage caused by 
the atomic bomb we dropped on Hiroshima has 

been presented to the Special Senate Committee on Atomic Energy 
by an American scientist who, at the direction of the War Depart 
ment, made a survey of the city after the blast. 

The scientist who made the report is Prof. P. Morrison, @ 
graduate of the University of California and later attached to the 
staff of the University of Chicago. He is a nuclear physicist who 
had a part in the development of the atomic bomb. 

Army officials sent him to Japan after the surrender to study 
the damage done by the two bombs we dropped on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. His findings were presented publicly for the first 
time in testimony before the senate committee. 

It is a pity that his report cannot be read by the thinking 
people of all civilized nations. If that were so, we would need 
to have less concern about future wars, because what Prof. 
Morrison records is enough to arouse the moral consciousness 
of the world against further wars to be fought with atomic 


weapons. 

Committee members have seen in his testimony a gleam of 
hope that there may be a chance t6 build a working world peace 
on the novelty and the terror of the atomic bomb. 

The Report: Space does not permit a full resume of what 

* the professor told the investigating committee. 
Hence, it seems appropriate to reproduce only the most gruesome 
part—that dealing with casualties. As to this, here is what he 
reported at Hiroshima: 

“Very few people were in shelters, because there was evidently 
no large bomber raid. Virtually all the people in the streets within 
a mile of the blast were instantly and seriously burned by -the 
great heat of the bomb. 

“These burns covered all the exposed flesh; sometimes even 
clothing caught fire and burned the wearer fatally. People inside 
buildings were not burned by the flash, but were for the most 
part killed or seriously injured by falling walls and beams. 

“Caught in the wreckage of their homes, many were burned 
to death by the secondary fires. Of these people within a thousand 
yards of the blast, about 5 or 10 per cent escaped death 
from blast or from burn. By chance these people were screened 
from the heat of the bomb by some object too light or too strong 
to kill them by falling upon them. 

“Many literally crawled out of the wreck of their homes rela- 
tively uninjured. 

“But they died anyway. Thev died from the effects of radium- 
like rays emitted in great number from the bomb at the instant 
of the explosion. 

“This radiation affects the blood-forming tissues in the bone 
marrow, and the whole function of the blood is impaired. The 
blood does not coagulate, but oozes in many spots through the 
unbroken skin, and internally seeps into the cavities of the body. 
The white corpuscles which fight infection disappear. Infection 
prospers and the patient dies, usually two or three weeks after 


the exposure.” 

~ : That is the horrible picture of death fol- 
Horrible Picture lowing in the wake of the atomic bomb, 
as given by one of our scientists who surveyed the scene. Houses 
and buildings for a mile in all directions were totally destroyed, 
he said. 

After the blast a terrific wind followed the shock and ripped 
through buildings, destroying their interiors. Fires began after 
the blast, some set by the heat of the bomb and others by over- 
turned stoves and chimneys. They burned for 10 hours, stopping 
only at the river's edge. Hiroshima was left as only a scorched 
patch on the earth.

1—A majority of voters do not 
think women are acceptable as 
presidential candidates and they 
would not support one even though 
she seemed best qualified for the 
job and was a member of the 
party they ordinarily supported. 

2—The predominant group do 
not think women belong in the 
President's cabinet. 

3—The predominant group would 
approve having a woman as a 
member of the Supreme Court. 

4—A majority would vote for 
@ woman for governor of a state 
if she seemed qualified and was 
a member of the party they ordi- 
narily supported. 


EVEN WOMEN turn thumbs 
down on a woman as a presiden- 
tial candidate, while being evenly 
divided on whether they approve 
having a woman as a member of 
the President's cabinet. By a slight 
majority, women vote in favor of 
having a member of their sex as a 
member of the Supreme Court. A 
substantial majority would back 
@ woman as a gubernatorial can- 
didate, assuming she had the quali- 
fications and was nominated by 
the party the women ordinarily 
voted for.

DETROIT, Dec. 16.—(P)—A 
newcomer to the automotive field, 
Kaiser-Frazer Corp., Monday 
comes under the big guns of the 
CIO United Auto Workers, al- 
ready loaded with a 30 per cent 
wage demand and leveled at the 
industry’s big three.
